Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney made arguments that the claim (30) was not 
met by the prior art. The examiner disagreed. The applicant argued that there was no incoming control interface (11). 
The examiner disagreed. The examiner explained that unit 1 1 was a keyboard which produced event data (MIDI). The 
unit has an interface that connects to an interface at unit 13. The processor sends the midi through the interface of 1 1 
which transmit to the interface of unit 13. Therefore interface of unit 1 1 receives the midi from the processor. The 
applicant's attorney argues the control parameter received at unit 13 is not determined by an incoming midi signal. 
However, as explained by the examiner, the signals from both 1 1 and 12 are midi signals that work together in order to 
generate music at unit 13. As pointed out to the attorney in column 3 lines 36-51, the control parameter is based on 
both performance event and tone color information. The attorney argued that there should be one signal. As 
explained to the attorney, keyboards normally provide one signal containing performance event and tone color 
information. The two work together to provide musical tone generation. Whether there is one or two signals, they are 
combined as one to provide musical tone generation. The claim does not provide any patentable subject matter. 
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
